A Short Practical Sermon. ‘ BY PACIFIC TELEGRAPH. 


» We know a little boy who is of excecdingly 
mischievous disposition and is rery prone to 
do-mpany naughty things. The other day, he 
took his Barlow knife and commenced whit- 
ling the parlor fufniture most vigorously. 
Hie too indulgent ‘‘parieut” ordered him, in 
sharp tones, to desist. But he only replied, 
**you let me alone,” and went on with the, to 
him, harmless amusement. Fond ‘‘parient” 
took his Barlow away, whereat he ran scream- 
ing and foaming to grandam, (whose name is 
Mrs. Grandy,) and most pitifully whined that 
papa wouldn't ‘‘let him.alone, when he was 
just doimg nothing at all." All the noise and 
row and trouble (to his innocent, unsophisti- 
cated mind) could have been avoided if they 
hed only ‘“‘Jet him alone.” 

A few years ago, down in South Carolina 
an inquisitive and projecting Yankee with a 
pocket full of tracts and a score or two copies 
of the Declaration of Independence, took it 
inte his head to open a school for woolly 
headed urchins, and enlighten his colored 
“men and brethrem” In a very short period 
of time he left that region, his means of loco- 
mofion being a three cornered rail, and his 
covering a coat of tar and feathers. The 


South Carolina folks believed that slavery was | 


not only o patriarchal but a Divine institution 
and insisted of being ‘‘let alone.” When 
Massachusetts thought to make a fuss over the 
tribulations of the Yankee schoolmaster and 
suggested that this was a free country, South 
Carolina curtly responded that if Yankee 
schoolmasters would stay at home and “let 
them alone,” there wouldn't be any trouble. 

Still later Massachusctis’ Senator, Sumner, 
made a speech in the United States Eenate 
in which he wouldn't let South Carolina alone, 
but suggested in trenchant terms that slavery 
was a curse and anabomination. South Car- 
olina entered her protest in the shape of a 
stont hickory cane over the Senator's ‘‘aboli- 
tion head.” Ali this fuss and trouble and tur- 
moil, it was claimed, might have been avoided 
if Massachusetts would only ‘let South Caro- 
tina and her institutions alone.”
